STOCKHOLM, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
The 1952 Nobel prize for medicine 
was awarded tonight to Dr. Sel- 
man A, Waksman of Rutgers Uni- 
versity, co-discoverer of strepto- 
mycin, an antibiotic used against 
tuberculosis. 


Dr. Waksman, a 64-year-old 
Russian-born American citizen, 
thus became the first to receive 


in the fight against tuberculosis 
since Robert Koch won the prize 
in 1905 for discovery of the tu- 
bercule bacillus and tuberculin. 
Streptomycin, an earth mold 
drug, now is being widely used 
against tuberculosis. The award 
to Dr. Waksman thus was in lit- 
eral accord with the terms of the 
will of Alfred Nobel, Swedish 
inventor of dynamite, who estab- 
lished the prizes. His will said 
the prizes should go to those “who 
have conferred the greatest bene- 
fit upon mankind.” 
This year’s prize is worth 
333,037. It was the forty-third 
prize in medicine to be awarded 
by the Caroline Institute of Medi- 
cine since the creation of the 
Nobel foundation in 1901. It was 
the fifteenth to go to an Ameri- 
can.

14,000,000 KILLED 
BY CHINESE REDS, 
AFL UNIT REPORTS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (UP)— 
More than 14,000,000 persons 
have been put to death by the 
Communist government in China 
in the past five years, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor’s free 
trade union committee reported 
today.

Two Fights by Jet Planes. 


In the air war, United States 
Sabre jet pilots tangled twice with 
Russian-type MIG-15s deep in 
northwest Korea. The Fifth Air 
Force said one Red plane was de- 
stroyed, . 

Fighter-bombers blasted Red 
rail lines along the west coast. 
B-26 bombers attacked two Com- 
munist build-up areas northwest 
of Pyongyang, the North Korean 
capital. Land-based Marine planes 
pounded a Red troop concentra- 
tion just south of Sariwon on the 
west coast. 

Ten B-29 Superforts last night 
carried out an attack on a zinc 
and lead plant 25 miles east of 
the big MIG base at Antung, Man- 
churia. 

They dropped 100 tons of bombs 
on the target at Okung, despite 
antiaircraft fire and Red fighter 
planes. Far East Air Forces said 
all the B-29s- returned to Oki- 
nawa. 

The Peiping radio said that 
United States planes made 571 
flights over Manchuria from Oct. 
8 to 17. United States planes are 
forbidden to cross into Manchuria 
in their operations in Korea.

The South Korean Government 
wants to take over the war on 
its soil.

This is a fresh approach to the problem and 
there is much to commend it.

Would it provide for equality of 
sacrifice on the part of management and owner- 
ship as well as the part of the workers? One of 
the objections to seizure is that it freezes the 
conditions out of which the dispute itself arises. 


Since these conditions may be grossly unfair 


any legal seizure should embody the principle 
of the Morse bill to assure that neither side 
would enjoy an advantage over the other. 

Gov. Stevenson uses strong words when he 
says that “the right to bargain collectively does 
not include a right to stop the national econ- 
omy.’ He proposes strong medicine when he calls 
for seizure powers for the President to be used 
when and if necessary. He will serve the pur- 
pose of popular education in this controversial 
field if he sets forth his views in fuller detail. 

Unless and until seizure becomes necessary 
Gov. Stevenson would rely for the most part on 
“conciliation” and “mediation.” There has been 
excellent federal machinery for conciliation and 
mediation in recent years and fortunately it has 
been effective in many cases. This may work as 


‘well in the future and then again it may not,

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Merit With Low Pay 

St. Louis has lived these years of inflation 
with frequent complaints of inadequate pay for 
city employes. It is hardly comforting to note 
that the pay of state employes is often worse. 

The State Personnel Division has issued a five- 
year review of the merit system, which applies 
to a third of Missouri's public workers. This re- 
port shows that while the state pays $133 month- 
ly to one grade of clerk, St. Louis pays $219. 
The state pays $250 in one accountant grade and 
the city $371. And for one stenographer grade, 
the state pays $154 (about $37 a week) and the 
city $224. 

Strangely enough, the pay scale under civil 
service sometimes seems to be below that of 
employes in departments under plain political 


patronage. A stenographer in the State Auditor's | 


office, for example, may make $215. An exact 
comparison is impossible because of different 
grading systems. 

In any case public servants who have passed 
the tests of merit ought to be paid for merit. 
And the present low pay is not only a hardship 
for them byt a costly problem for the state itself. 
Last year thé turnover in departments under civil 
service averaged nearly 29 per cent. The cost of 
recruitment and training has been increased.

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Good Roads Advice 


The Missouri Good Roads Association, which 
has led the struggle for better-highways through 
the years, has taken a sensible position on toll 
roads. This position is simply that such turn- 
pikes ought to be justified by thorough studies 
before any toll road authority is created. 

This ‘proposition should interest the next Leg- 
{slature. It is likely to be confronted with a bill 
to create a toll road agency. Before it takes any 
action, the Legislature ought to ihave some spe- 
cific ideas about cross-state traffic and the ade- 
quacy of free highways to carry it. 

Much of the current toll road fever developed 
from the amazing success of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. It is by far the fastest, safest route 
through the Pennsylvania mountains. About 
10,000 vehicles use it daily. This has made it a 
prize revenue package. 

But Missouri is not Pennsylvania. The traffic 
on Highway 66, for example, varies from about 
7400 vehicles a day near St. Louis to 4600 the 
other side of Lebanon. And the State Highway 
Department already has an approved construc- 
tion program to double-lane 66 to Lehanon. That 
will be completed far sooner than any turnpike. 

If a competing toll road were built in the 
same direction, as some legislators propose, how 
much of the traffic would pay the toll and how 
much would take the free road? Would the re- 
maining amount be anything like enough to sup- 
port another multi-million-dollar highway? 

Missouri is at work on good highways now. 
The practical question is whether it cannot build 
them faster and cheaper than toll raads—and 
whether toll roads could pay for themselves in 
any case.

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Keeping Clean With Mr. Hatch 

For the federal employe the Hatch (“Clean 
Politics”) Act of 1939, regulating his participa- 
tion in political affairs, has hatched out some 
bothersome questions. Also some perplexing an- 
swers. The Civil Service Commission has at- 
tempted to settle the former with the latter in 
response to the furrowed brows of 2,400,000 fed- 
eral employes. 

The federal worker can take his immediate 
family to the polls in his car, but cannot legally 
take anyone else along in it, the commission 
says. He may express an opinion on the election. 
and may even contribute to a campaign fund, 
provided he is not in a federal building at the 
time, and he may serve as an election official. 
While he may legally wear a candidate’s button, 
“it is felt.“ the commission says with fine feeling, 
“that it is inappropriate for any public servant 
to make a partisan display of any kind while on 
duty, conducting the public business.” 

We would gather from this rather ducal mix- 
ture of rules that the federal employe may wear 
an Eisenhower button portal-to-portal, so to 
speak, or on his pajamas, or maybe even on his 
lunch hour. Stuffing his car, however, will be 
hardly less blameworthy than stuffing the ballot 
box. Just who constitutes the immediate family, 
we suppose, is a matter of conscience, but this 
rule seems to us to allow an undue advantage 
to the South, whose citizens possess notable 
quantities of cousins and kissing kin not enjoyed 
by residents of other areas of this great com- 
monwealth. 
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A Pointless Criticism of Reform 

Senator McClellan’s Committee on Govern 
ment Operations takes a hostile air toward the 
Hoover reforms because, it says, the financial 
savings they have effected have not been as 
large as claimed. This is disputed head-on by 
Robert L. Johnson. president of Temple Uni- 
versity, former chairman of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for the Hoover Report. who offers re- 
search data in support of the estimate of 


- $1,244,000,000 annual savings. 


Even if the Citizens’ committee were wrong 
and Senator McClellan's committee were right, 
we do not see that it would be greatly to any 
point. The purpose of the reforms, in so far as 
financial economy is concerned, was to effect 
substantial savings, and they were well worth 
while whether they saved what the committee 
says or what the Senator from Arkansas admits. 

Furthermore, saving money is only one of the 
good effects of the reforms, and possibly not the 
greatest. As Bradley D. Nash and Cornelius 
Lynde, who made a special study of the re- 
forms, said in their book on the subject, “A 
Hook in Leviathan”: : 

It is well for the critic of government to 
understand precisely what is meant by eco- 
nomical or efficient government. Economi- 
cal government should be synonymous with 
effective government. The end to be ac 
complished is the most prompt and compe- 
tent tion of the policies established by 

y in the sense of a re- 
duction in dollars appropriated and spent is 
only a part of the objective. Substantial 
dollar savings must certainly be accom- 
plished: but greater savings, in another as- 
pect, arise from competent, alert, and co- 
ordinated administration. 

These savings, too, have been brought about. 
Together with the financial savings they strongly 
suggest that the President and Congress should 
adopt still more of the Hoover reforms.

The Demoeratic nominee is getting con- 
siderably less than an even break in the 
news columns of the daily newspapers 
across the country. This means that the 
whistle-stop speeches, which for Gen. Eis- 
enhower produce the biggest headlines 
and splash coverage, get almost consistent- 
ly less favorable display and coverage for 
Gov. Stevenson. 

My own daily observations on this mat- 
ter lead me to the conclusion that much of 
the daily press is committing a serious of- 
fense against its readers—and against the 
canons of responsible journalism—in show- 
ing marked one-sidedness in covering the 
news of this campaign and in slanting 
much of the néws it does cover. 


Hardly a day goes by when one doesn't 
see newspapers which have special staff 
writers covering Gen. Eisenhower and 
Senator Nixon and no staff correspohdent 
covering Gov. Stevenson—even Illinois 


newspapers devote four to 10 times as big 


headlines on the Eisenhower side of the 
campaign as on the Stevenson side. even 
when both are making comparably impor- 
tant addresses. 

It seems to me it would be a public 
service——and a service to the press—if one 
of the foundations would finance an objec- 
tive, thorough analysis of how the daily 
newspapers covered the 1952 campaign 
from beginning to end.

In these two weeks, San Fran

If they had read only the first pages of 
each papers, they would have found some 
275 column inches about the Democrats to 
some 375 about the Republicans. 

They would have seen a total of 10 pho- 
tographs of Adlai Stevenson occupying 
some 90 column inches, and 28 photogra 
of Gen. Eisenhower, occupying almost 
column inches. 

Use of color words in news stories and 
headlines is as significant as space. For

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x Is OUR GOOD FORTUNE—Mike’s and mine 
ts live close to our quail the year around. When 
g comes, we know how many birds from last 
’s population have managed to survive the 
ter and where, in the territory we hunt over, 
they are “useing.” We see the coveys break up 
and, in our daily trips over the farm, gain a pretty 
good idea as to the number of mating pairs. All 
through the summer ‘we keep an eye on our birds 
and know where som? of them nest and what suc- 
cess they're having in bringing off theig broods 
of chicks. Thus when November rolls round, it 
isn’t hard to predict what sort of sport we'll have 
and to set a round figure on the number of birds 
it is safe to harvest, if we want to leave plenty 
of seed stock for next year. 

It bodes well for the future of American wild- 
life of all kinds that an ever-increasing number 
of outdoorsmen are developing this year-round in- 
terest in our game birds and animals; for when 
this happens, the emphasis shifts from the harvest 
to the restoration and preservation of the various 
species. Now and then this interest leads us astray, 
as when we urge the expenditure of large sums 
for stocking artificially raised game birds, without 
first determining the cost of such efforts in rela- 
tion to the survival or the suitability of the habitat 
for the particular species. But just as often our 
interest leads to constructive effor in developing 
fine demonstration areas, sponsoring farmer- 
sportsmen co-operation and stimulating the efforts 
of such groups as 4-H and Nature Knights,

SINCE FEW OF US can spend as much time 
afield as we'd like, it is good that we have a Con- 
servation Commission which is not only interested 
in studying, conserving and producing wildlife, but 
in spreading knowledge and information to the 
Jayman. The latest example of. this effort is an 
excellent study of Missouri’s bobwhite quail, titled 
“Whirring Wings.” The booklet is written by Jack 
Stanford, biologist for the Commission who has 
specialized in the study of quail for five years; 
and illustrated with photographs and drawings by 
Charles Schwartz, the Commission's artist-biologist. 
Charlie has also just completed a feature-length 
color movie on the bobwhite; the most ambitious 
effort of the Conservation Commission in this field, 
which will soon be ready for distribution. 

Before talking about the book, which I believe 
will become something of a classic, I'd like to make 
an observation. There is a tendency among sports- 
men, especially those who live in the country, to 
look down their noses at the wildlife scientist. 
And it is true that the scientist who wears out 
his trousers on a desk thair and seldom gets into 
the field may let his mind grow hide-bound. But 
the wildlife biologist who spends five or 10 years 
or a lifetime studying his subject at first hand 
knows so much more than the average sportsman 
or the average countryman that there is simply no 
way of comparing the two kinds of knowledge. 
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THE LITTLE BCOK “WHIRRING WINGS” is 
based on this kind of study. Jack takes a typical 
mid-Missouri farm and starts in the month of 
March with the quail which have managed to sur- 
vive the last hunting season and the winter. Then, 
from day-by-day observation, he follows them 
through an entire year. The coveys split up, the 
cocks and hens pair off and mating and nesting 
begins. The hazards run by all forms of wildlife 
are clearly shown: destruction of cover through fire 
or cultivation, predation by fox and Cooper's 
hawk, the night-wandering skunk which blunders 
into a nest, torrential rains that chill the eggs, 
the mowing machine that destroys nests and often 
the mother birds, as well. We wonder, as summer 
rolls along, whether any of the pairs will be suc- 
cessful in bringing off broods and raising them. 
Some pairs are forced to move their nests as many 
as three times, with the hen laying three clutches 
of 12 to 15 eggs. Now and then, when a hen is 
killed, the cock bird broods the eggs and success- 
fully raises the chicks. There are, I believe, few 
records of pairs actually raising two broods; the 
young birds we find in the autumn are the late 
progeny of pairs which were unsuccessful in bring- 
ing off their earlier hatches. 

The story follows the quail through a hunting 
season. and the winter. Needs of the birds from 
the standpoint of food and cover are forcefully 
brought out. And in a supplementary section there 
is an excellent analysis of the measures necessary 
for successfully promoting bobwhite populations. 
You'll find the book a real goldmine of informa- 
tion.
